_ The platform of the new organization 
embodies the platform adopted at the con- 
ference held in Kansas City last Septem- 
ber, when a call for a convention wag is- 
sued, “to unite reform forces against plu- 
tocracy”” It reaffirms the spirit of the 
declaration of principles adopted at the 
mational conventions of the people’s par- 
ty in St. Louis, Omaha and Cincinnati, 
and the demand for the initiative and ref- 
erendum, and the government ownership 
of all public utilities are its principal 
planks. 

Wile the people's party, the fusion pop- 
wlists, the socialists, the referendum 
Jeague, the union labor league, the pub- 
lic Ownership party of St. Louis. tie pro- 
hibition party and the United Christian 
party were represented on the floor of 
the convention, by accredited or by vol- 
mnteer delegates, only two national or- 
ganizations, the people’s party and the 
public ownership party, had given thei: 
delegates any authority to form an alli- 
mance. It is the hope, however, of the a!- 
‘Me@ people’s party that other reform 
Zorces will decide to unite with the new 
horganization. 

The convention was practically dominat- 

by the people’s party. At times dis- 
ussions of.a lively nature took place und 
or a time it seemed that the movemen! 
fig about to fail owing to the unwilling-

The second day's session of the con-

Captain English bought .the property 

with the Intention of eventtally improv- 
ing ft.

Th 
speaking of the matter lest night, he 
said: 
“I bought the proper@® because I want- 
ed it, and I paid a pretty good price in 
order to get it: I am not prepared at 
the present time to.state just what I in- 
tend doing in the way of improvements. 
The purchase is enough, I think, for the 
present. I will say, however, that I in- 
tend keeping the property.” 

The sale of the Norcross building only 
came after considerable negotiations. Cap- 
tain English made two propositions be- 
fore the sale was finally consummated. 

Although he will not go into detai§s at 
present, it fs as Sood as assured that a 
handsome office building will replace the 
present structure.

History of Property. 

The Norcross property. was originally 
owned by Jonathan Norcfoss, one of At- 
lanta’s pioneer citizens, who bought it 
for a mere song in the remote days when 
Atlanta was nothing more than a small 
country village in the early forties. The 
actual price is said to have been about $2 
a front foot. He held onto the land and 
eventually put up a three-story build- 
ing, Which stood for..some years. The 
corner at that time had become aq fa- 
mous trading place. During the siege 
of Atlanta the buildiag was burned. After 
the war another building was put up and 
stood .until 184, when the Peachtree 
street waill,. which had been weak for 
some time, fell. The present structure 
was then put up. 

At the death of the elder Norcross the 
propegy went ‘to his son, Rev. Virgil 
Norcross, whod sold it in 1898 to the Scott 
Investment Company for $120,000. : 

It only remains now for the erection 
of a building commensurate with the lo- 
cation to put the final chapter to this 
valuable property.

Dunn, Wanted in Arkansas, Hood- 
winks the Kansas Officials. 

Wthita, Kang., April 3.—J5hn P. Dunn, 
who is charged with the murder of a 
sheriff and the robbing of a bank at 
Clarksville, Ark., aad who has been 
confined in, a hospital here, suffering 
from a bullet wound, escaped last night. 

It is alleged, Dunn asked the house 
physician Tuesday night to name ®@*s 
price for a%owing him to escape, say- 
ing that he had bribed’ the guards and 
that he alone stood between him and 
liberty. 

Physician Clark refused. It is thought 
that a friehd of Dunn got into the hos- 
pital in the Suise of a patient and faciit- 
tated his escape late in the night. Every 
door in the house was locked this morn- 
ing. The police force and sheriff's force 
are charging other with planning 
the escape of Dunn. Mayor McLean has 
telephoned Governor Stanley and Attor- 
ney General Goddard to come to Wichita 
to investigate the matter. Rewards of- 
fered for Dunn’s arrest are said to amount 
to $1,000.

Candler, announced that he would pass 
sentence this morning. A motion for a 
new trial wiH be made. The penalty is 
from one to twenty years in the peni- 
tentiary. 

The boyish prisoner received the ver- 
dict without the slightest sign of emo- 
tion. A few minutes later as he was be- 
ing escorted from the court room back 
to the Tower he smiled and shook hands 
with his father and several of his friends, 
During the tedious wait for the verdict 
he manifested not. the least nervousness, 
and, on the contrary, appeared jovial and 
laughed and chatted with his friends in 
an unconcerned manner. 

It is understood that a number of bal- 
lots were necessary before a final decl- 
sion was reached. On the first vote the 
jury stood two for murder, five for man- 
slaughter and five for acquittal. Finally 
the two for murder agreed to a verdict 
for manslaughter and then the five for 
xequittal came over for manslaughter 
also. 

Ladies Attended Trial. 

The trial consumed two days and was 
hard fought by both the ‘state and de- 
fense. Yesterday was devoted to tie uar- 
gument of counsel,. Throughout the en- 
tire session the spacious court room was 
crowded, the pasSageways being filled with 
those unable to secure seats. .In the au- 
dience were many ladies. It.is said that 
the crewd present yesterday was the 
largest that has attend@i a murder trial 
in Fulton county since the famous Will 


Myers trial. 


Four speeches were wiade, two for r the 
state and two. for the defense. The 
state had the opening and conclusion. 
Hon. W. A..«/odson, of Americus, made 
the first speech for the state, handling 
the evidence in deiail, and speaking iwo 
hours and ten minutes. He was followed 
by Attorney Reuben Arnold, Jr., for 
the defense. Mr. Arnold spoke . two 
hours and twenty minutes. 

Colonel Albert H. Cox, leading counsel 
for the prisoner, c!osed for the defense 
in an argument of two hours and fifty 
minutes duration.

“Well, I'll wait a while longer,” said 
the judge. ‘“‘Perhaps they will agree.”’ 

At three minutes to 11 a knock on the 
jury room door attracted the attention 
of the spectators. The jury requested 
pen and ink and it was known then that 
a verdict had been reached. Three min- 
utes later another knock was heard 
on the door and the-jury announced that 
they were “ready.

The Atlantic Coast Line hag ab- 
sorbed the Plant system. 

The name of the consolidated sys- 
tem will be the Atlantic Coast Line 
system. 

The Southern railway, instead of 
depending upon a time contract for 
terminal facilities in Jacksonville, 
has secured perpetual and fee simple 
right. 

That is the story in a nutshell, as it 
bears upon the important features, but 
there is of course a great deal of gossip 
ecneerring the charges that are likely to 
cecur amony the officials of the road. 

A Prediction as to Changes. 

When @& change of this nature is an- 
nounced one of the most 
points to the railread men is what be- 
comes of the officials of the two lines en- 
tering the ccmbination. While all minor 
employees are still needed a consolida- 
ticn generally means the letting out of 
a number of high officials.

paid he used. 

Fischer Hansen, when called, gave his 
business as an attorney at New York. 
Christmas told him in 1899 of the move- 
ment to sell the Danish islands and Den- 
mark's willingness t» pay liberally in 
-ease of a sale. Christmus desired Ifan- 
gcn to act as coursel. Mr. Hansen said 
he ashed Abner McKinley if he would 
‘become associate counsel. Mr. McKinley 
seplied that he would heave nothing to 
dco with it Later Colonel Brown, at 
* Hansen’s request, asked the president if 
there Was any intention of buying the 
Danish islands, and was referred to Sec- 
1¢etary Hay. Later Colonel Brown told 
Mr. Hanson that the United States did 
intend to buy the islands. Mr. Hansen 
then accepted Christmas’ prcposition, 
telling hith, however, he desired no com- 
pensation except to be appointed attorney 
for Denmark latcr if the negotiations 
Swere successful, Mr. Hansen then told 


What Christmas had told him of. coming}. 


to Washington and meeting President 
'MéKinléy, Secretury Hay and Admiral 
- Bradtord, and later of going to Copen- 
hagén with Mr. White, the United States 
fecretary of embassy at Vondon. 

Mr. Hansen also related a street meet- 
ing with one of the Seligmans, who had 
said Christmas was progressing well with 
the negotiations. The witness said Christ- 
mas had told ons of the Seligmans that

Christmas desired to employ 
Evans’ service in connection with the 
Danish matter and Evans said that a 
contract was made just as in any other 
matter. A copy cf the ccntract was pro- 
duced. reciting that a contingent fee of 
$50,000 was to be paid Evans on the S5uc- 
cessful conclusion of the negotiations. 

The witness said-he had never offered 
any inducement to any one in congress in 


| connection with the matter and in twen- 


ty-five years’ experience he never knew 
such a thing to be done. 

There was absolutely no truth, the wit- 
ness said, in the Christmés report stating 
that he (Evans) represented Congress- 
man Gardner, 

Asked by Mr. Richercson as to what

Denmark Repudiates Christmas. 

Copenhagen, ‘April 3.—An official note 
was issued today formally announcing 
that -the Danish ministry has had no 
cennection with Captain Christmas. The 
latter applied for an andience, but the 
premier, Dr. Duntzer, refused to see him. 
rhe premier also refused to reccite a 
ecpy of Christian's report on the subject 
of the negotiations for the sale of the 
Danish West Indies.

Senate Military Committee 
Makes Adverse Report on 
Nomination of Crozier. . 


CROZIER WAS NOMINATED 
TO HEAD ORDNANCE BUREAU 


He Was the President’s Own Selec- 
tion, but Senate Committee 
Wouldn’t Have Him—Pro- 
moted Over Twenty- 

Seven Superiors.

Washington, April 3.—(Special.)—The 
senate committee on military affairs to- 
day authorized favorable reports on the 
nomination of Colonel George L. Gillespié 
tobe chief of engineers and Colonél 
George B. Davis, to be judge advocate 
general, and an unfavorable report of 
the nomination of Captain William Crd« 
z.er to be chief of the birreau of ordnance, 
all with the rank of brigadier general. 
Crozier is charged with being interested 
in certain ordnance patents. 

There was also technical objection to 
Captain Crozier’s confirmation, the sena- 
tors who opposed. him contending that 
the law impliedly, if not explicitly, pro- 
hibits the appointment to the position of 


holding rank below that of lieutenant col- 
cnel.. Later, in executive session of the 
senate, Senator Hawley made an adverse 


|report on Crozier’s nomination. 


' The action of the committee in report- 
ing adversely upon the nomination of 
Captain Crozier to be head of the bureau 
of ordnance is a direct slap at Secretary 
Roet and President Roosevelt. Captain 


Crozier was the president’s vwn selection 


for the head of this important branch of 
the service, and both. he and Secretary 
Root have been very anxious to have the 
nomination, which was made during the 
recess Of congTfess, confirmed. The re- 
publican members of the senate commit- 
tee on military affairs, who practically 
Shape all military legislation, are not at 
all friendly to Secretary Root. Although 
they base their action in the Crozier case 
upon construction of the law, it is ap- 
parent that if they had been friendly in 
their attitude they would have found 
seme way to agree with the sécretary of 
war that Captain Crozier/is eligible to be 
the head of this department. They have 
taken a contrary position, however, and 
have gone to the extreme of reporting 
adversely upon the nemination. 

It has not déveloped what course the 
administration leaders in the senate will 
pursue in regard to this nomination tin 
view of the committee’s action. By op- 
posing the adoption of the report they 
may be able to stave off action until the 
adjournment of congress. In the mean- 
time Captain Crozier would continue at 
the head of the department and could be 
given. another recess appointment. He 
jumped twenty-seven men in his corps 
when he wes given this high billet. He 
‘is generally regarded the best man in the 
corps for the position, but the influence 
brought by the men whom he jumped,

Vest Characterizes Law as Parlia- 
mentary Assassination of One In- 
dustry by Another—Thirty- 

* Nine Votes for Bjll and 
31 Against. 


Zion of a lively debate today the senate 
passed the socalled dleomargarine bill by 
a vote of 39 to 31. 

The discussion was largely in the na- 
ture of a reinforcement of previous argu- 
ments on both sides. 

Thé measure as passed by the Senate 
differs in some respects from that passed 
by the touse of representatives. It pro- 
Vides that oleomargarine and kindred 
products shall be subject to all the laws 
and regulations of any state cr territory 
er the district of Columbia, into which 


' they are transported, whether in original 


packages or otherwise, that any person 
who sells oleomargarine and furnishes) it 
for the use of others, except to his own 
family, who shall mix with it any aPrti- 
ficial coloration that causes it to look/like 
butter shall be held to be a manufacturer 
and shall be subject to the tax provided 
by existing law; that upon oleomargarine 
ctlored so as to resemble butter a tax of 
1) cents a2 pound ehall be Jevied, -ut upon 
oleomargarine not. colored the tax shall 
be one fourth of one ceht per pound; that 
upon adulterated butter a tax of 10 cents 
a pound shall be levied; and upon all pro- 
cess butter tne tax shall be one fourth of 
cne cent a pound. The manufacturers of 
process or renovated or adulterated but- 
ter shall pay an annual tax of $600, the 
wholesale dealers shall pay a tax of $439 
and the retail dealers a tax of $48 per 
annum. 

The measure provides regulations -for 
the collection of the tax and prescribes 
minutely how the vartous products are 
to.be prepared for market. 

Tax on Consumption. 

Mr. Rawlins, of Utah, maintained that 
congress had no authority to regulate the 
police powers within the states. 

In opposing the measure, Mr. Teller ad- 
mitted that it would be regarded by the 


as a tax upon consumption. 

Mr. Foraker, of Ohio, conceded that 
oleomargarine was a wholesome article 
of food, although he confessed that prior 
to the pending debate his prejudices had 
been against the product. 

Mr. Penrose, of Pennsylvania, advo- 
cated the bill. 

Mr. Carmaick, of Tennessee, explained 
that the dairy interests of his state were 
greater even than the cotton seed oil in- 
dustry, nevertheless, he regarded the bill 
as vicious legislation. 

Mr. Spooner made the point that con- 
gress had the power, which it frequently 
had exercised, to levy a tax upon an ar- 
ticle not merely for revenue but for the 
general public welfare. 

Mr. Money closed the general debate in 
reply to Mr. Spooner. 

An amendment offered by Mr. Harris, of 
Kansas, was adopted by a vote of 44 to 
26, placing a tax of 10 cents a pound. upon 
adulterated butter, and a’ quarter of one 
cent a pound upon process or renovated 
butter, and providing regulations for the 
collection of the taxes. 

In an earnest protest against the meas- 
ure, Mr. Vest, of Missouri, held that con- 
gress in enacting the bill was invading 
the powers of the states. 

Mr. Vest characterized thc proposed 
-law as simply parlHamentary assassina- 
tion of one industry by another. Some 
amendments suggested by Mr. Foraker 
were adopted, intended to remedy the ob- 
jection that the measure placed every 
famfly in the land under the espionage 
of government officers and also to pro- 
hibit the use of any artificial coloring in 
the manufacture of oleomargarine. : 

Motion to Recommit Lost. 

Mr. Scott, of West Virginia, moved to 
recommit the measure to the committee 
holding that it was unsatisfactory to 
many senators and ought to be perfected. 
The motion was lost, 35 to 37. 

An améndment offered by Mr. Harris 
was agreed io providing that wholesale 
dealers who vend no other olcomargarine 
or butterine except that upon which «a 
tax of one fourth of a cent a pound is 
laid, shall pay $200; and retail dealers of 
the same $6. 

Mr. Money offered on benalf of the 
minority of the committee on agriculture 
a substitute for the bill. The substitute 
was defeated, 29 to 39. 

The bill, as amended, then was passed, 
39 to 31, the voting being as follows:

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ATLANTIC CITY WASTED 
BY A DESTROYING FIRE 


Twelve Hotels and More 


Than aScore of Other 


Buildings in Ashes--Total Loss $750,000 With 
Little Insurance. 


TLANTIC CITY, April 3.—Twelve 
A hotels and more than a score of 
. small bulidings adjoining the board 

walk which is built along the ocean edge 
_ were destroyed today by a fire which 
swept the beack front for two iong blocks 
from Ilinois avenue to New York ave- 
‘nue. The loss, it is believed, will exceed 
6750,000. In this respect the conflagration 
‘is the most disastrous that has ever vis- 
ited this city. The loss will be only part- 
ly covered by insurance, as the rate of 56 
per cent charged by insurance companies 
on property here is regarded as almost 
prohibitive. 

Fortunately no lives were sacrificed, 
\though probably a dozen persons were 
slightly injured and burned during the 
iprogress of the fire. it was reported 
arly in the afternoon that six men had 

erished in the flames, but the rumor was 
without foundation. 

The origin of the fire is unknown, but 
is said to have started in either Brady’s 
baths or the Tarlton hotel, which ad- 
joins the baths at Illinols avenue and the 
board walk. 

The city tonight is guarded by a com- 
pany of militia who were requested by 
the municipal authorities to aid the police 
in the prevention of looting. About a 
dozen men were arrested during the Gay 
for robbery.

Outside Aid Asked. 

The fire was discovered shortly after 9 
o’clock this morning and for nearly five 
hours the flames raged with such vio- 
lence as to threaten the city with de- 
struction. All the burned buBdings* were 
frame structures, and the flames, fanned 
by a southwest wind, swept along the 
beach with amazing rapidity. 

The iocal fire department was unable 
to cope with the flames and it was found 
necessary to send to Philadelphia and 
Camden for axi. The former city sent 
three engines and two came from Cam- 
den. The engines were brought here on 
two special trains furnished by the Penn- 
sylvania Rafflroad Company, ana they 
made the run of nearly 90 miles in fifty 
five minutes., Their presence here was a 
vast assistance to the local firemen, but 
it was not until-an hour after their ar- 
rival that the fire could be said to be 
thoroughly under control. 

The wildest excitement prevailed among 
the guests of the hotels. Most of the ho- 
tels were fairly well-filled with guests. In 
most cases they had sufficient time ‘o 
pack their trunks and grips, but many 
heaps of clothes, bedding and furnfture 
were deposited on the beach. 

' Soldiers cn Guard. 

The Morris Guards company, the mem- 
bers of the volunteer fire departmem', act- 
ed as special policemen, and gompany L, 
national guard of New Jersey, was called 
out to preserve order. : 

All of the guests of the burned hotels 
have been cared for in other quarters. 

It was 3 o'clock before the danger was 
past. When the fire broke out Mayor 
Stoy was in Trenten with a delegation 
from here to urge Governor Murphy to 
sign the new Atlantic City charter, which 
among other things provided for more 
strict building laws. When the news of 
the fire reached him, the governor imme- 
diately signed the charter. 

Charles Fraling, proprietor of the Acad- 
emy of Music and @ drug store in the 
building, said tonight he was the heaviest 
individual loser. He placed his loss at 
upward of $125,000, with $10,000 insurance. 
Most of the fire victims expressed a de- 
sire to rebuild as quickly as possible. 

The local board of insurance’ under- 
writers tonight announced that the. total 
loss would not exceed $750,000, and the loss 
to ‘the insurahce companies would be 
about $175,000, and that no fndtvidual in- 
surance company would sustain a greater 


net loss than $75,000.

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CANADA’S FOUR-DOLLAR NOTES 


Still Being Issued in Spite of the 
Salt Canel “Blunder.”’ 

Toronto Mail and Empire: Four dollar 
notes do not bulk largely in Canada's 
money circulation. Currency of denomi- 
nations more convenient for purpcses of 
trade is preferred. We should not miss 
the four-dollar notes if the issue ol them 
were stoppea altogether. Fer those, 
however, which are made from the do- 
minicn government's latest die there 
seems to be a special demand arising in 
some parts of the country, demand 
which is founded on a mistake. ine 
mistake in question is the supposition 
cnat such notes are extremely scarc2, 
and that no more of trem wii be 3enc 
out by the government. 

As a matter of fact, the $4 notes of 
the design referred to are the only ones 
that are now issued, and through the 
deputy receiver general's office any 
quantity of them for which a man wishes 
io exomange other legal tender can ve 


chey ought to be. They record a very 
stupid blurfder which ought to have been 
corrected as soon as it was discovered. 
The centerpiece on the face of the note 
represents a vessel passing through a 
canal lock. The lock was meant to be 
one on the Canadian Sault canal, but 
the engraver was furnished with the 
picture of one on the American Sault 
canal. 

The blunder was not detected until a 
batch of the new notes was printed and 
sent into circulation. It was announced, 
however, that no more would be printed, 
and that any which should return to the 
hands of the government would be de- 
stroyed. After that promise was made 
nothing more was heard of the matter. 
It was felt that those of the bills that 
had got out would remain out, as they 
would be sure to be picked up by Ameri- 
cans as a curiosity. Americans have been 
buying them, and we learn that quite a 
speculation has been carried on in these 
notes. At some border branches of our 
banks considerable sums have recently 
been paid out in them, at par, of course. 
Those who take them for speculation can, 


ft is said, get from 25 to 50 cents of pre- 
mium upon them from collectors, if the 
notes be clean and new. | 

It is just as well for our own people 
to be aware that this premium is paid in 
ignorance, and that there is no scarcity 
or rarity to warrant it. The government 
can turn out shoals of such $4 bills if they 
are wanted, and these American canal 4's 
are the only notes of that denomination 
to be had. They give a free display ad- 
vertisement of a foreign canal tnat is 
a rival of a parallel canal of our 
own. It is not astonishing, therefore, 
that they are in demand across the bor- 
der. The government ought not to con- 
tinue issuing them. We do not greatly 
need a $4 bill of any kind, and it would 
be better to have none at all than one 
glorifying a great public work of another 
country.

The chief 
mourner was Colonel Frank Rhodes, who 
vvalked alone and bareheaded, followed by 
the other brothers of the deceased and 
representatives of Lord Milncr, the Brit- 
ish high commissioner. Then came the 
judges, military and paval officials, the 
representatives of the colonies, churches 
and parliament, the mayors of the staffs 
of the Debeers and the British Chartered 
South African companies.

Vague con- 
ditions, such as “if the state of the 
country permits,” are excluded from the

agreement and it is stipulated that the 
convention be ratified within three months 
from the day it is signed. China is per- 
mitted to maintain whatever force she 
thinks necessary in Manchurfa after the 
evacuation of that territory. 

In addition to the preceding covenants, 
Russia agrees, if Tien Tsin is restored 
to the Chinese within the first six 
months, to vacate Niu Chwang at the 
time this restoration is made. China 
agrees that no portion of the Niu 
Chwang-Shan Hai Kwan railway be al- 
lowed to fall into the hands of other 
powers after Russia restores the road 
to China.

President Elect of Cuban Re- 
public Addresses Mer- 
chants of New York. 


PROPOSED CUT IN TARIFF 
WILL NOT RELIEVE ISLAND 


After Palma’s Speéch Chamber of 
Commerce Passed Resolution 
Calling for a 50 Per Cent 
Reduction in the 
Tariff. 


New York, April 3.—T. Estrada Palma, 
president-elect of the Cuban republic, ac- 
dressed the New York chamber of com- 
merce today. Mr. Palma said in part: 
“With my conviction that the best and 
Surest way to attach one countrv to an- 
other consists in building up and strengt*- 
ening the trade relations through recip- 
rocal exchange of products and the dé- 
velopment of the other interests in tine 
Same line, I, who entertain for Cuba, my 
native country, the greatest love, and 
feel at the same time deep. gratitude to 
the United States, where, for eight2en 
years I thave met with kind, generous and 
cordial hospitality, am anxious to s6é 
both countries closely connected and firm. 
ly united py a_ reciprocal commercial 
treaty, drawn on the most favorable 
terms. a treaty to the end that Cuba be- 
come the largest market in America for 
the products of the United States, and 
that this country raise the bar now plac- 
ed against the Cuban products, espectfal- 
ly sugar and tobaceo, which are the prin- 
cipal staples of the island, and constitute 
tht only basis we have to start on in un- 
folding other industries.” 

Mr. Palma tinen pleaded for the help 
and support of the chamber of commerce 
of New York “to obtain from the con- 
gress of the United States a substantial 
reduction’ of the duties on sugar and to- 
bacco, a reduction larger than that reg- 
ommended by the committee on ways and 
means in the house, which will in no way. 
afford any relief to the present distress 
of the Cuban producers.’’ 

After Senor Palma’s speech a vote of 
thanks was extended to him and a reso- 
lution was offered by Francis B. .Thur- 
ber in favor of a 50 per cent reduction in 
the present Cuban tariff. After much dis- 
cussion the resolution was referred to the 
committee on foreign trade with the pro- 
viso that said committee report at a spe- 
eial meeting one week from today. 
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MASTER CLOCK AT CAPITAL. 


Its Noon Tick Sends the Time Mess- 
age to all the Principal Cities 
of the United States. 


St. Nicholas: The great clock in the 
naval observatory is called the Master 
clock. By means of the repeating appara- 
tus the time is repeated over eighteen 
different circuits to the variou parts of 
the country. New York city automatical- 
ly repeats the time to all points east and 
north; Chicago and Cincinnati repeat to 
al points west and southwest; Richmond 
Augusta and Atlanta to all points south. 

Of course, the same care must ge taken 
whether the opehators are to connect their 
instruments with a time ball or a control 
clock. The time ball is an interesting 
feature of the service. It is a round ball, 
large enough to be seen from the street, 
where, supported by its appliances, it 
rests on the top of some building. It is 
attached by wire to the circuit from 
Washington in such a manner that, at 
the instant the master clock in Washing- 
ton ticks the stroke of twelve, the deli- 
cately poised ball wil fall; released by the 
Same beat of the clock that announces 
the time to the rest of the country. Any 
one who watches one of these time balls 
just before the stroke of twelve, timepiece 
in hand, may easily determine whether 
his watch is slow, fast or on time. 

Throughout the east these time balls 
are dropped every day at noon, save on 
Sundays, at New York city, Boston, New- 
port, (R. I.) , Woods Holl (Mass.), Phila- 
delphia, Baltimore, Washington, Hamp- 
ton Roads, Savannah and Fortress Mon- 
roe. The tick of the master clock that 
drops these time balls also redeases oth- 
ers, some of them many hundreds, in- 
deed thousands, of miles away. For in- 
stance, by cable arrangement, a time ball 
is dropped every day in the city of Ha- 
vana, and another in San Francisco 3,000 
miles distant. - So incomprehensibly swift 
is the speed of the electric current that, 
if the repeating instruments and the wires 
are in perfect condition, there is no ap- 
preciable difference in the time of the 
dropping of the hg New York city 
and the dropping’ o e bal in San Fran- 
cisco, each one released by the same tick 
of the master clock in the naval observa- 
tory in Washington, 

It is three minutes to 9 o’clock at night. 
The offtial in charge of a great observa- 
tory, the Goodsell observatory, Nafrth- 
field, Minn., is preparing to send out the 
time to the peopleliving in his section of 
America. For sixty seconds he rattles 
away on a telegraph instrument at his 
desk, spelling out the word ‘‘time, time, 
time;’’ then he waits an instant. Then 
Qe turns to his telegraph key again, Elev- 
en thousands of miles of wire are open to 
him; he is ruler of them all. Every tele- 
graph instrument in all the vast territory 
of which the Goodsell observatory 1s the 
center is silent; every operator has taken 
his hand from his key: throughout the 
whole length of these thousands of miles 
there is a strange silence, 

The seconds are slowly ticking away. 
Above the head of the observer there ts a 
great observatory clock. At precisely 
8:58, after the telegraphers all along the 
miles of wire have been notified and have 
withdrawn their hands from the keys, 
the wires are switched Into a connection 

th the very clock itself, and all along 
the eleven thousands of miles there is no 
sound but the tick, tick. tick, of the ob- 
servatory clock. Every beat of the great 
arteries of commerce is stonvped: every 
throb of the news of all lands going out 
night by night over these wires from the 
great heart of the world ceases: even the 
sad messages of death and suffering, as 
well as the gav ones that tell of littl> ba- 
bies born and young folks married and 
reunions of friends promised—all these 
must wait while the great clock on the 
wall makes itself understood in the lan- 
guage of time and eternity over these 
many thousand of miles. 

Whoever is listening at the wire along 
ite course, waiting to set his watch, 
Whother he be a railroad employee or 
some mn in a large ieweler’s establish- 
ment where the nenple go fo get their 
time-nieree reeulated, knows the system, 
and knows that there is 4 sudden nanse 
qust before the exact aetroke of 9 o'’clock— 
A broken heat tn the tickine. Then all 
carefully note their timenieces as the 
clock in the obeervatorv ticks the nine 
Volar’ secrand. Thhe thev ean tell to the 
second whether their witches are fast 
or slow or precisely right.

ANIMAL THAT GO ON STRIKE. 


And Manage Their Labor Difficulties 
With Surprising Ingenuity. 


Field and Stream: Men are not the only 
animals that go on strike. Beasts and 
birds sometimes quit work suddenly and 
make trouble for any one who tries to 
force them to resume their labors. Often 
when a large herd of horses are in a field 
they bunch together under the trees, eat 
less than usual, are more restive, and are 
Always neighing and rubbing noses. The 
outcome of such actions usually is that 
the entire herd decline to be saddled or 
harnessed, chase their attendants and 
‘Mite, kick and squal all day. The oldest 
*‘jog-trotter,’’ after a ‘‘conference’’ of his 
kind, will try to smash up his cart and 
behave like an unbroken. colt. Cows 
wometimes are seen crowding together in 
the pastures, and then the farmer Jooks 
for trouble. They fidget and ‘*‘moon’’ 
about, and when milking time comes 
they raise strenuous objections to b&#ing 
milked, and are about as intractable as 
mules. Bullocks, when they get on a fit 
of this kind, actualy are called ‘“‘strikers”’ 
in Engiand, and are likely to become 
dangerous, 

Birds are famous for ‘‘woman’s rights” 
atrikes—that is, the females sometimes 

- flock together, abandoning or driving 
@way the males, and refuse to de any 
‘“houseWork" whatever. They desert 
their nests and wil not finish building: 
they leave their eggs to grow cold and 
unhatchable,«and nothing will induce 
them to return. The male birds grow 
extremely concerned at such times, but 
they have no remedy, for throughout the 

beast and bird creation the male will 
never attack the female, thcugh the op- 
posite often happeng.. Warblers § and 
etarlings especially Aare given to these 
“female workers’ strikes’’ 
fair often becomes serious, for a whole 
district will be full of nests left to rot, 
sets of eggs abandoned, and even young 
broods hatched out befere the strike was 
*‘on”’ left to starve. 

Certain kinds of black ants have littls 
velow ants which do most of their work 

or them. Once in a while these little 
yellow fellows will go on a strike, and 
the “blacks’’ try to force them back to 
work by cutting off their food supply, 
If that does not succeed, they wil attack 
the strikers in force or will make a raid 
and get another gang of ‘“yellows’’ into 
the colony. But the newcomers, asa rule. 
join the strikers. The strike ends by ths 

‘yellows’ escaping and founding a colony 
for themselves, or they give in and set- 
tle down to work again. 

Tt is a well known fact that rabbits are 
the. most determined of animal strikers. 
On rabbit colonies there is nearly alwavs 
a certain number of stronger rabbits who 
do most of the hardest digging and buir- 
fcowing. and about once in every two 
years these appear to grow discontsnted 
and decline to make the passages which 
connect all the burrows in a big war- 

+ ren. Without these passages the assem- 
bly is not safe from stoats and ferrets, 
‘and the commonwealth is .endangered. 
But fe large digging rabbits give up 
ework and sit about browsing in the pas- 
ture all day and night, and nuless they 
choose to Fo to work again all new ex- 
eavations for fresh rabbit families have 
Ro stop.

Second Day’s Session ef National Asse- 
clation Is Held. 


GENERAL ‘MILES ATTENDS 


He Goes on Special Train From 
Washington to Charlottesville. 


Congressman Livingston and 
Other Prominent Men in 


the Party.

Charlottesville, Ya., April 3.—The second 
day’s session of the. National Good Roads 
Association was held here today. Lieu- 
tenant C. P. Shaw, U. S. N., made a 
brief address and Professor W. M. Pat- 
ton, of the University Polytechnic In- 
stitute, spoke on the subject of good 
roads from an engineering standpoint, 
after which there was gerieral discussion 
of the subject. by 
‘ A special train of seven coaches ar- 
rived this afternoon from Washington. 
The train was furnished by the Southern 
railway, whose president, Samuel Spen- 
cer, is prominently identified with the 
good roads movement, and was in chatge 
of Colonel L. S. Brown, general agent, 
and M. V., Richards, land and industrial 
agent of the Southern. 

Among those who made the trip were 
General Nelson A. Miles, Assistant Sec- 
retary of the Agricultural Department 
Brigham, Professor Willis L. Moore, 
chief of the weather bureau; M. O. El- 
dridge, assistant director of the office 
‘of public road inquiry, agricultural de- 
partment; Congressmen Livingston, Mad- 
dox, Rixéy, Caldwell, Thomas, Lattimer, 
Otey,- Sibley, Kern and Smith of Iowa, 
and a large number of officials of the 
agricultural and other departments of 
the government. ; 

Builds Road by Taxation. 

At the afternoon session Assistant Sec- 
retary Brighan?, of the agricultural de- 
partment, advocated a systematic con- 
struction of good roads by a reasonable 
System of taxation. Governor Montague 
of Virginia, said the only wey the pso- 
ple could get good roads was by demand- 
ing them of their represeitatives. He 
would sign any bill: that would bring 
about good roads. All that was needed 
was to build a few good roads, for the 
good road moverrent once started never 
would be abandoned. The road question 
should be Kept out of the hands of poli- 
ticians, 

' General Nelson A. Miles was warmly 
greeted when he rose to speak. Ameri- 
can railroads, he said, were the foremost 
in the world, and now it was time to 
turn back and develop the roads that en- 
able the farmer to transport his products 
from the farm. Nething contributed more 
to the sprezd of intelligence than a good 
System of r'ghways. 

President . Samvel Spencer, of the 
Southern railway,. urged that countics 
raise money for good roads by bond is- 
Sues and that non-political bcards con- 
duct the improvements. 

The .delegates. were given a reception 
at Monticcllo by Jefferson M. Levy, of 
New York, and later most of those from 
Washington returned hcme.

Call Officer T:i™bs went to the house 
and found Robson lying on a bed with 
a handkerchief, saturated with &loro- 
form, spread over his face. He was in 
a stupor and appeared to be dying. A 
physician from the hospital had previous- 
ly seen «tobson and decided there was 
no need to carry him to the hospital for 
treatment. The officer saw that a prison 
cell was no place for the may and he 
communicated with the hospital and had 
the ambulance to go after him. 

It is said that Robson had been taking 
some drug for two or three days. He 
had nexer been known f@ drink and his 
condition wef a surprise to those who 
knew him. He offered no explanation 
for his using the drug. He continued 
to use the chloroform and would prob- 
ably have died if he had not been given 
medical attention last night. : 

Robson had be#hn employed by George 
J. Dexter, the insurance agent, in the 
Prudential building. Mr. Dexter stated 
to & reporter of The Constitution last 
night that he knew very little about 
Robson and could assign no cause for 
his taking a po.sonous drug. Robson 
severed his connection with Mr. Dexter's 
office three or four days ago.

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Postmaster Blodgett's Repor 
Shows Business Prog- 
285, | 


GIN OF $8125.34 OER 
RECEIPTS FOR PAST YEAR 


Picture Presented Is One of Decided 
Upward Tendency in Every 
Phase of Business Life. 
Report Awaited With 
Interest. . 


Postmaster Blodgett’s report, now near 
ing its completion, presents figures of un- 
usual interest, not only to the residents of 
Atlanta, but to the people of the coun- 
try at large, who are making anything 
like a careful study of the growth of the 
cities of the union, as well as to the 
student of current town growth. 

The. figures showing the postoffice re- 
ceipts cause Atlanta to present a picture 
of a dec'ded upward tendency. The clear- 
ing horse may have made a most flatter- 
ing shcwing, 80 may have other features 
in which the growth of the city is shown, 
but not one can give a happier view of 
the situation than the Atlanta postoffice 
department. For days Postmaster Blod- 
gett has been working diligently upon his 
report for the quzrter ending March 31. 
Naturally the postmaster could not corn- 
plete ris report at midnight Wednesday, 
March 31, as the work up to the very last 
minute of that night was necessary to 
perfect that report. But while awaiting 
the final statemment Postmaster Blodgett 
found timé to collect the figures showing 
the work of the preceding years. figures 
upon which a comparative statement ig 
made. ; 

These figures when’ compiled indicate 
that receipts at the Atlanta postoffice 
during the month of March, 1901, were 
$31,271.68, and that for the same month in 
1902 the money taken in was $29,397.02, an 
increase of $8,125.34, or 25.9 per cent. 

By the same computation it was found 
receipts for the year ending 
midnignt March 31, 1900, had been $303,- 
9E1.69. 

For the ycar commencing April 1, 1900, 
and ,ending March 31; 1901, the receipts 
were $350,27'.96, a growth of over $40,000 
fcr that year. 

The year cjosing March 31, 1902, showed 
receipts of $402,322.95. Over the receipts 
of 1901 this was an augmentation of $72,- 
038, while over that: of 1900 it was §$92,- 
£81.26. 

Next to the actual ¢sunt of the ponn- 
lation the money ccming into and leaving 
the postoffice is the best index to the 
growth of a city. The money handled 
shows an ircrease or a decrease in the 
people served at general delivery win- 
dows cr thrcugh the boxes provided by 
the pcstmaster—a growth in the number 
of boxes always indicating a growth in 
the sirength of the population. Yt is at 
the postmaster’s expénse the boxes are 
put in and every section added only 
cugments the outlay of the postmaster. 
For that reason the construction of more 
boxes means a greater outlay on the part 
of th: postmaster and unless the boxes 
are taken they are, upon the postmaster, 
a dead loss for the time they are not 
hired. : 

During the month, @ well as during 
the quarter and the year past the ex- 
renses of the office have run abaut one- 
third, or in the neighborhood of 33 1-3 
per cent of the receipts gross. The money 
paid out by Mr. Blodgett is to clerks, 
carriers and other employees about the 
office in,Atlanta. These employees sat- 
isfied the pcstmaster finds hirthelf with 
about 66 per cent of his receipts on hand. 
From this sum he pays something ‘ike 
two hundred postal clerks running in apd 
cut of Atlanta and turns over to the rural 
delivery carriers throughout the state the 
amount duc them for work they render. 
The payment of these men leaves quite a 
surplus yet in the hands of the Atlanta 
postmester. Whatever that sum may be 
Postmaster Blodgett, like -hir prede-es- 
sors, sends it cn to the gsul'treasury de- 
partment in New York, where it takes 
its usual ccurse. 

The money coming into the Atlanta 
postoffice is derived from the sale of 
postage stamps, stampcd paper, postaga 
on second-class mail matter, all kinds of 
publications emanating from the city 
postoffice box rents and sale of waste pa- 
per. Moncey coming from country post- 
Offices, no small amount of which is sent 
to the Atlenta pcestmaster, and money 
coming from the sale of money orders or 
pcsta] orders, do not count in the receipts 
at the Atlanta office. 

Second-Class Mail. 

In the gross receipts the second-class 
mail matter play nothing like an imoon- 
spicucus part. From that fund alone the 
government derives from the Atlanta 
pestoffice something like $40,000 annually. 


| universi 


Ir. the gross regeipts for tne fiscal year 
ending June 30,1901, Atlanta stands, so 
the figures from the postoffics department 
at Washington show, twenty-eighth. 
Only twenty-seven cities in the union are 
ahead of Atlanta when the gross receipts 
are brought to a conclusion at the bot- 
tom of the ledger upon which the govern- 
ment bookkeeper works. In handling sec- 
ond-class matter eighteen cities only go 
beyond Atlanta. It may be an astonish- 
ing statement, but nevertheless it is true, 
that Atlanta handles more second-class 
mail matter than do Baltimére, Loutis- 
ville, Indianapolis, Washington, -New ‘Or- 
kans and Buffalo. 

. Not a single on these cities show a 
smaller population than Atlanta, yet the 
figures in. Washington indicate that more 
papers, books and ma nes are sent out 
from Atlanta than f any of the cities 


named.

BACK UP COLORED CLUBS 


the Associated Press yesterday that 
the New England Woman's Press 
Club would send its delegates to the 
forthcoming biennial meeting of 
women’s clubs, instructed to stand by 
the admittance of colored women as mem- 
bers of the general fetleration, was not 
surprising, as mo doubt’ there will be a 
number of individual clubs in that sec- 
tion that will take similar action in the 
matter of the color question. The an- 
nouncement that this particular club takes 
this particular action cannot be gurpris- 
ing to certain members of the local press, 
especially several of whom will recall 
the incident of the New England press 
lady and a member of the club mentioned, 
who, during the time of the Cotton States 
and International Exposition, expressed 
her opinion as to the treatment ‘the col- 
— people showld receive along social 
nes. ’ 

Entering the press room of the Woman's 
building of the exposition one day she 
said: “I think you southern people are 
so unjust. You ought to patronize the 
colored people’s restaurant on the 
grounds. My daughter and I have taken 
our meals there from cholce every day, 
and we have met so many compensating 
young colored -people.”’ 

This same lady, when she returned to 
her native heath, wrote several articles 
pertaining to the social customs of the 
southern white people, notwithstanding 
what must have been her ignorance of 
them, since, during her ten days’ visit 
here, she had, according to her own 
statement, taken her meals in the color) 
people’s restaurant on the grounds. 

Not for one instant did any one at the 
time question the right or privilege of the 
New England lady to select that place 
as her preferred rendezvous for eating 
Or even social pastime, but it was deemed 
an insolence for her to suggest to the 
young southern woman in charge of the 
press room that she go to that particular 
restaurant for her meals. 

The action of this individual woman, 


HE announcement made through | 


however, had a vestige of reason about 
it. She went to the colored people's res- 
taurant and showed her philanthropy 
Or sympathy, or whatever it may be, in 
that way, and did not try to drag any of 
her colored friends into the white people's 
restaurants with her. 

She at least appreciated that the real 
help to be given the negro was to help 
him to build up his own institutions—his 
own enterprises. Although she was un- 
wise in her suggestions as to how that 
ought to be done, she was less misguided 
in her effort than her sympathizing sis- 
ters of the press club, who, heedless of 
the fact that there is a flourishing Fed- 
eration of Colored Women’s Clubs to 
which these sisters might apply for mem- 
bership, prefer’ rather to embatass the 
more enlightened element of the colored 
race by trying to drag individual repre- 
sentatives-of it into organizations of the 
white race, where their membership 
would not be acceptable. 

Nothing would be more convincing as 
to their sincerity in helping the negro 
than if this club of New England press 
women would demonstrate to the world 
their real sympathy by applying for 
“membership in the colored Federa- 
tion of Womens Clubs. Once admitted, 
they could verily work shoulder’ to 
shoulder with their colored sisters lend- 
ing the example of their experience and 
their beautiful missionary spirit; as an 
inspiration to a race who, under compe- 
tent leadershi~ afe every day proving 
their ability and determination to es- 
tablish their own racial standards avd 
institutions. ce 

On the other hand the admittance of 
the individual colored women into a 
subordinate position in an organization 
of white women could be of benefit only 
to the individual. Such membership, even 
among the New Fngland press ladies, 
would have its modifications, for as sym- 
pathetic as they may be, they cannot 
so far forget their social laws as to foster 
steps that directly or indirectly would 
tend to bring about the amalgamatior of 
the Anglo-Saxon race with any other 
that differs from it—not in degree, but 
in kind. ISMA DOOLY.

FORGERY OF ENGLISH NOTES. 


Counterfeits Even More Clever Than 
Those Detected Here—Telltale 
Differences. 

Londcn Mail: Five-pound Bank of 
England notes were carefully scrutinized 
yesterday. 

The reported forgery on an extensive 
scale of notes of this denomination 
caused all receivers of them first to feel 
the paper, then to examine the printing, 
and finally to hold it up to the light to see 
if the familiar water mark was there. 

The forgers have done their work with 
extraordinary skill. The notes canrot he 
distinguished from the reali ones except 
by those who are familiar in every detail 
with the issue, The only things that lend 
suspicion are the paper, whicn differs 
siigfitly from the regular sort in texture 
and color, and, the printing, which is in- 
Gifferent in spots. For instance, the me- 
dallion at the top left hand corner is 
dim and not so distinct as that of the real 
note, and the signature, ‘‘F. G. Bowen,” 
is lighter and thinner. The water mark, 
“Five Pounds,’’ is perfect. 

The first discovery of the forgeries was 
made in the London and Westminster 
bank, Victoria street branch, about five 
weeks ago. The note had been deposited 
in the ordinary course, among many gen- 
uine ones, by the cashier of the army and 
navy stores. It had been received by post 
from a well-known customer, and accept- 
ed as good. The cashier of the bank, who 
happened tu note the peculiar color of 
the forged note, made a closer examina- 
tion, and at once declared it to be a 
ccunterfeit. He said that it was an ex- 
ceedingly clever copy, but that an experi- 
enced man could not fail to detect the 
forgery on closer examination. 

The note was sent to the Bank of Eng-. 
land, and the officials of that institution 
immediately placed it in the hands of the 
police, who began to look for the forgers. 

A couple of weeks later another co'nter- 
feit £5 note of the same description was 
passed over the fish counter of the army 
and navy auxiliary stores in Westminster. 
They, too, do their banking business with 
the Victoria street branch of the London 
and Westminster, and again the cashier 
placed an embargo on the forgery. The 
ncte was traced to a baker’s shop, but its 
previous history is unknown, the baker's 


|} explanation being satisfactory. 


Since then a considerable number of 
the spurious notes have been circulated. 
It is, of course, difficult to say how many 
are at present in the hands of people 
wh» do not know the character of the 
paper they are holding. Whenever one 
of them comes into a bank it naturally 
reaches the end of its career, for the 
banks invariably send their notes direct 
to the Bank of England, from’ which 
they are never reissued. 

It is believed that the forgers have 
not cnanged their plates frequently, and 
that the notes contdin only a few num- 
bers. Those already known to be in 
circulation are: 

F'59. 75,281. Nov. 4, 1899. 
E|59. 73.455. Nov. 3, 1899. 

The pouce, who are working diligently 
on the case. following with infinite care 
every possible clue that may lead to the 
discoverv of the forgers. are inclined to 
the belief that the counterfeits have been 
printed abroad, are many reasons 
to give color to this .conclusion. the 
principal one being that it would be 
almost impossible for a number of men

to find an-indication of their working on 
this side of the channel. Moreover, a 
gang of British counterfeiters could pur- 
sue their bussness with far greater im- 
munity from interruption in France or 
Germany than they could here, 

A series of forged notes almost identi- 
cal in many characteristics with those 
just discovered caused much annoyance 
to the Bank of England a few years 
ago. Five and ten pound notes were 
circulated broadcast, apparently from 
abroad, and it was absolutely impossible 
to trace the criminals. The police were 
certain that the notes were issued in 
Vienna and other Austrian cities and 
that they found their way to Eneland 
gradually through the usual channei.

Atlanta Champion Outclasses Leander and Wins by 
Big Margin--“Little” Fena Wins Three 
One-=Mile Heats. } 


Bobby Walthour, of this city, defeated 
George Leander, of Chicago, in two suc- 
cessive 5 mile motor paced heats, at the 
coliseum, and in the second heat. broke 
}the world’s 5 mile official record estab- 
lished by Archie McBachern, of 7:52 3-5, 
by riding the 5 miles in 7:52 flat. Wal- 
thout’s exhibition last night wag one of 
the finest feats of bicycle racing ever 
seen, and his. opponent was simply out- 
’ claaned. In the middle of the third mile 
of the first heat Leander stopped riding, 
and claimed ;that something was wrong 
with his motor, as the pace was not fast 
enough for him. Gus Lawson, “The Ter- 
rible Swede.”’ rode a mile oa the motor 
which Leander complained of in 1:38, 
which was faster. time than that aver- 
aged Sy Walthour in the race. 

At 9 o'clock, while 6,000 rooters crowded 
the coliseum to its utmcest capacity, anx- 
iously awaiting the beginning of the 
great race, Manager Prince fired the 
starting gun. The riders jumped for- 
ward behind their motors and fromthe 
gunfire Walthour began to gain. At the 
third lap it was seen that Walthour was 
several lengths ahead; and at the seventh 
lap Walthour was 10 laps in the lead, and 


covered in 1,37. 

The men gtarted from opposites of the 
track, to avoid accident, and in the sec- 
ond lap of the second mile Bobby had 
almost caught up with Leander, which 
rade him néarly one half lap ahead. 
“Plugger Biul’’ Rutz, Leander’s pace- 
naker, crowded on speed when he heard 
Walthour close behind him and Leander 
gained back a quarter of a lap. 
der’s lead was-not of long duration, how- 
ever, as Bobby went forward at a-superb 
pace, and in the second lap of the third 
mile Waithour caught up to and passed 
his opponent. During the fifth lap of the 
third mile Leander suddenly let hig pac- 
ing maf~hine get far ahead of him, and 
he stopped riding. Rutz went around. the 
track several laps before he was ifuly 
@ware that his man had stopped. 

Leander then hastened over to 
Gus Castle, the referee, and complained 
that the pace set was not fast enough 
for him. He gaid that he beleved some- 
thing was wrong with the motor.

This is construed to 
mean that the general counsel! was néed- 
ed in order that he might assist the presi- 
dent in putting through the deal.

SNUFF’S DECLINE AND RISE. 


The Century Is Reviving a Fashion 
in Tobacco Which the Last 
Century Killed. 

The Toandon Telegraph: Fashions 
change in tobacco as in everything else. 
When the prince regent was the first 
gentleman in Europe, his friends would 
rather have missed 4@ prize fight than 
be seen with a cigar on the Mall. George 
IV took his tobacco as snuff, and what 
he would have thought or said if Beau 

el had offered him a cigarette no 
man kKnoweth. Nowadays We only know 
snuff in historical novels or Oxford com- 
mon rooms, We associate snuff with 
quaint and crusty old gentlemén, and the 
papers tell us, with a pleasing choice 
of adjectives, that snufftakers are ‘either 
old men or poor women.” Who the gen- 
jus was who first took tobacco neat 
instead of as smoke history saith not. 
What is ceriain is that snuff became 
popular in Engiand just abqut 200 years 
ago and the learned opine that the 
cause was Sir George Rooke’s victory at 
Vigo, where besides gold and Spaniards 
and other unconsidered trifles he cap- 
tured a large parcel of snuff and brought 
down prices. In those days macaw, or 
Trappee, cost some 5s. a pound, and every 
one used it save perhaps staunch, old 
country squires, who ‘stuck to their 
church wardens and October ale. Tihere 
were: dainty ladles to meet more deli- 
cately and yet more amply the require- 
ments of well-bred noses.’ Queen ‘Char- 
ldtte had her snuff account, Frederick . 
the Great took it in handfuls, and smotti- 
ered his clothes therewith, so that his 
valets acquired a small but comfortable 
incotme by brushing them and selling the 
result. So at least tradition records; but 
those crafty menials must have had noses 
and eyes of triple brass. Even the great 
Samuel Weller, prince of servants, could 
not manage snuff without sneezing; but 
ihe belonged to a degenerate age, when 
pipes and cigars were coming to con- 
quer, Napoleon was not exempt from 
the habit. Southey wrote verses in praise 
of snuff. All the more distinguished peo- 
ple, Beau Brummei, Lord Alvanley, and 
the rest had their own peculiar mixture. 

The snuffmaker kept books full of 
réclpes, and mad: for each customer his 
own brand. ‘The. tribulations of the mod- 
ern tobacconist, if each sincker had his 
cwn private mixture, are too awful to 
contemplate. One old house, known to 
the bucks of the regency as ‘““The Rasp 
end Crown,” sti preserves the exact
